The game has a rather typical outcome for three-way drawn 
games. One power has nearly half the strength of the board and is 
oppose: 1 by a co-alition of two others who, between them also have 
about one, half the strength of the board. In these circumstances there 
is not the slightest temptation for the two smaller powers to betray 
one another: if they did so the immediate consequence would be a win 
by the giant. while three powers each of about equal strength is a 
highly unstable arrangement, in which no alliance can be expected to 
last for more than a few moves, three powers with a distribution of 
strength as shown here, is proefebly the most stable possible. It v/as 
pointed out by the gemesmaster that one of the supply-centres held by 
fur xy could not have been retained if the Game had been allowed to 
continue. The final supply centre distribution would then have been 
16-9-9, with no further gains possible by either side, 

Italy, eliminated in 'Che fJaa.l year of play, gets a score of 
zero in the .3F0F "bating Li s t . It therefore makes no difference vh ether 
this is credited to the initial player for that country, Hal Faus, or 
to the final player, Conrad von .etzke. In some other Hating lists, 
however, there is a penalty for a player v. ho resigns a position. It would 
seem somewhat arOmolous to apply it in this case. When von F^tzke 
abandoned publication of his Costag u ana about a year and a half ago, 
Hal Faus, as a favor to the other players, assumed publication of the 
game, and resigned his own position to von 1 .etzke, so that he could 
garaesmaster it. It would seem pretty rough if his generosity in this 
regard were rewarded with an actual penalty to his score.
